popriation Bill, a Tobacco Licens- 
ing Act, the Grosser-Dili Railway 
Labor Act with brand new agencies 
for arbitrating railroad disputes, a 
precedent-shattering Frazier-Lemke 
bill for granting five year moratoria 
on farm debts and a huge new fed- 
eral housing program. The appro- 
priation bill carried huge sums for 
direct federal unemployment and 
drought relief. 


From March 9, 1933, when it met 


in special session, until it adjourned, 
this congress appropriated enough 
money to plunge the national gov- 
ernment into debt to a point beyond 
the peak of war indebtedness. . It 
shattered precedents of all time by 
carrying the government into the 
field of direct supervision of busi- 
ness and of direct federal relief of 
local distress. These decisions will 
furnish the issues for the forthcom- 
ing campaigns. 


Some Legislation Dies. 


With all its activity, some legisla- 
tion died with the congress. 
It 


failed to act finally on the cash 
bonus bill for world war veterans. 
It abandoned the Bulkley bill for 
modifying the Glass Banking Act. 
It dropped the Ickes" Oil Control! 
Bill and the Wallace, Ball extending 
the government's power to license 
agriculture. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not 
insist on their enactment. 


Throughout the two years, the 
president met with but four defeats. 
His plea for senate ratification of 
the world court was ignored. His 
appeal for ratification of the St. 
Lawrence waterway treaty was re- 
jected. 
His Economy Act was li- 


beralized, as regards government 
pay and veterans' benefits, over his 
protest. And insurance of deposits 
in state banks was authorized, de- 
spite his private objections, other- 
wise, Mr. Roosevelt had his way with 
this congress. 


The seventy-third passed through 


some of the greatest economic crisis 
in American history. It convened 
in March, 1933, during a bank panic 
and promptly enacted the Banking 
Holiday Act. Later, it revised the 
federal banking laws to protect de- 
positors and to insure deposits. 
It 


also protected the national currency 
by authorizing the president to sus- 
pend gold payments and to impound 
all gold. These statutes carried the 
nation through two crises. 


Established NRA. 


To rescue industry, it enacted the 


National Industrial Recovery Act 
and created the NBA with its "blue

AAA, 
with its farm relief pro- 


visions. To succor the unemployed, 
it created the PAWA and CWA, with 


Declares Hitler 
Regime Will Fall

WASHINGTON, June 19—Fall of 


the Hitler government in Germany 
was predicted here today by Baron 
De Rothchild member of the French 
senate and the powerful Interna- 
tional banking firm. 


"I don't say it will be tomorrow— 


but some day the Hitler regime will 
fall" said Baron Rothschild. 


The Baron's statement was made 


in a reply to an invitation extended 
by Rep. Dickstein (D) of New York, 
to attend the Chicago century of 
Progress exposition on Jewish Day, 
July 29. The Baron said he would 
do his utmost to attend. 


He told a group of Jewish rnem- , 
bers of Congress that "most gratify- 1 
ing" news was being dispatched" 
from Germany.

"I don't believe there will be in 


Germany the strong inflation there 
has,been in the past" said Baron 
Rothschild, "but they won't have 
any more money to buy raw mater- | 
ials.

It passed 
the Hatfield-Wagner bill calling for 
new retirement pay for railway em- 
ployes. 


Branching far afield, it provided 


for 
Philippine independence, for 


construction of a navy up to London 
treaty strength, for federal regula- 
tion of the cotton, cattle and to- 
bacco industries, for revising airmail 
contracts, for federal supervision of 
all forms of communication.

Four Point Proposal 


Then1 principal weapon to get bet- 
ter working conditions for union 
men was a four-point peace pro- 
posal adopted at the "strike con- 
vention" here last Friday. 
Adop- 


tion of this proposal not only gave 
the labor group something to work 
on but it also averted, temporarily 
at least, the nation-wide steel strike 
that was to have been called last 
Saturday. 
The proposal that will be discuss- 


ed with Miss Perkins and others in- 
terested in the momentuous prob- 
lem specifies that the President ap- 
point a labor board of three mem- 
bers to hear complaints and in real- 
ity as a peace maker between steel 
employers and employes. 


Shortly before heading for Wash- 


ington, Michael F. Tighe, Interna- 
tional president of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel, and Tin 
Workers, said: 


"We are ready to present a strong 
case and have reason to believe we 
can win the needed support." 


He was accompanied on the trip 


by Vice-Presidents Edward W. Mil- 
ler, and Thomas G. Gillis, and Louis 
Leonard, secretary-treasurer of the 
association.

motive Parts and Equipment Manu- 
facturers, Inc. 
If any question arises as to the 


use of the word "individual" in the 
above paragraphs, In explanation, 
such word is included for the simple 
reason that not to include it would 
be deviating from the interpreta- 
tions of paragraph 7-A in the NIRA, 
as set forth by the president of the 
United States in his arbitration of 
this-particular question between the 
Automobile, Chamber of Commerce 
and the American Federation of La- 
bor in Washington, D. C., on March 
18, 1934.

may be discussed and disposed of 
with good will and In such a way as 
to assist President Roosevelt in his 
effort to restore prosperity to our 
country.

From March 9, 1933, when it met 
in special session, until it adjourned, 
this congress appropriated enough 
money to plunge the national gov- 
ernment into debt to a point beyond 
the peak, of war indebtedness.

shattered precedents of all time by 
carrying the government into the 
field of direct supervision of busi- 
ness and of direct federal relief of 
local distress; These decisions will 
furnish the issues for the forthcom- 
ing campaigns. 


Some Legislation Dies. 


With all its activity, some legisla- 


tion died with the congress. 
It: 


failed to .act- finally on the cash 
bonus bill for world, war veterans. 
It abandoned the Bulkley bill for 
modifying the Glass Banking Act. 
It dropped the Ickes" Oil Controll 
Bill and the Wallace, Ball extending 
the. government's power to license 
agriculture. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not 


insist on their, enactment. 


Throughout the two years, the 


president met with but four defeats. 
His plea for senate ratification of 
the world court was ignored. His 
appeal for ratification of the St. 
Lawrence waterway treaty -was re- 
jected. His Economy Act was li- 
beralized, as regards government 
pay and veterans' benefits, over his 
protest. . And insurance of Deposits 
in state banks was authorized, de- 
spite • his private objections, other- 
wise, Mr. Roosevelt had his way with 
this congress. 
" • 


The severity-third passed through 


spme of the greatest economic crisis 
in American history. It convened 
in March, 1933, during a bank panic 
and promptly enacted the Banking 
Holiday Act. La'ter, it revised the 
federal banking laws to protect de- 
positors and to insure deposits. It 
also protected the national currency 
by authorizing the president to sus- 
pend gold payments and to impound 
all gold. These statutes carried the 
nation through two crises.

Declares Hitler 


(International News Service) 


WASHINGTON, June 19—PaU of 


the Hitler government in Germany 
was predicted here today by Baron 
De Rothchild member of the French 
senate and the powerful interna- 
tional banking firm. 


"I don't say it will be tomorrow— 


but some day the Hitler regime will 
fall" said Baron Rothschild. 


The Earon's statement was made 
In a reply to an Invitation extended 
by Rep. Dickstein (D) of New York, 
to attend the Chicago century ol 
Progress exposition on Jewish Day, 
July 29. The Baron said he would 
do his utmost to attend. 


He told a group of Jewish mem- 


bers of Congress that "most gratify- 
ing" news was being 
dispatched, 


from Germany. The mark is falling 
and gold reserves have been reduc- 
ed, he said. 


"I don't believe there will be in 


Germany, the strong inflation there 
has.been in the past" said Baron 
Rothschild, "but they won't have 
any more money to buy raw mater- 
ials. They will have a strong depres- 
sion. 


"Naturally this will not take place 


tomorrow," he added.

At its final session, after repeal of 


prohibition, it revised the liquor tax- 
ing laws. Then it passed a new tax 
law, boosting many federal taxes. 


Its greatest efforts toward social 


legislation probably came on the last 
day. 
Then it passed the Farm Debt 


Moratorium Bill and the 
great 


'Housing Act, providing for federal 
aid in the construction or renova- 
tion of private homes. 


Next to these measures probably 


were its labor bills. 
It passed a 


measure calling for federal concilia- 
tion boards to settle labor disputes. 
It passed a like bill for arbitration 
of railway labor disputes. It passed 
the Hatfield-Wagner bill calling for 
new retirement pay for railway ein- 
.ployes. 


'Branching far afield, it provided 
for Philippine Independence, for 
construction of a navy up to London 
treaty strength, for federal regula- 
tion of the cotton, cattle and to- 
bacco industries, for revising airmail 
contracts, for federal supervision of 
all forms of communication. For 
injecting silver into the . nation's 
monetary stocks on a ratio of 25 to 
15 against gold and for federal reg- 
ulation of the New York and all 
other security exchanges. It enacted 
scores of bills to remedy existing dis- 
tress. There -was a new bankruptcy 
act for corporations; a municipal

Edward Gable, president of the P. M. F. and chairman of the 
governor's committee on street and highway safety.

plored "the all-too-general lack of common courtesy in the oper- 
ation of automobiles" and cited instances of impoliteness not un- 
familiar to the average driver.

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WOULD REFORM MOTORING MANNERS 


A 


MOVE to bring about reform of motoring manners has been 
inaugurated by the Pennsylvania Motor Federation, A. A. A., 


as a part of its statewide campaign to reduce .vehicular accidents. 
Through its seventy-five affiliated clubs the federation is appeal- 
ing to motorists to observe common courtesy in driving. 


. "Common courtesy among drivers would eliminate at least 


fifty per cent of the motor accidents in Pennsylvania," said S. 
Edward Gable, president of the P. M. F. and chairman of the 
governor's committee on street and highway safely. 
He de- 


plored-"the all-too-general lack of common courtesy in the oper- 
ation of automobiles" and cited instances of impoliteness not un- 
familiar to the average driver. 


"Men and women we meet on the streets, in parks, theatres 


or public gatherings, at home or on trains almost always are 
courteous and considerate," he said, "but the great majority of 
them seem quite different when they get behind the wheel of an 
automobile." 
His statement continued: 


"Why do drivers steer a slow course in the middle of the 


road and express resentment when asked to move aside for an- 
'othtr vehicle? 


"Why do drivers press forward around other cars at lights 


at the risk of safety, and certainly with nothing to accomplish 
except to crowd ahead of orderly,traffic until the next stoplight? 


"What possesses drivers who jump their cars toward other 


cars at intersections to give the impression that they have the 
light of way? 
Ordinarily it results in a waste of time for both. 


And it surely is poor motoring manners. 


"Any.man of ordinary decency is willing to defer to a lady 


when passing through a doorway, but in a car the majority of 
male drivers will not defer to the extent of ap inch for the wo- 
man driver.

WOULD REFORM MOTORING MANNERS 
A 
MOVE to bring about reform of motoring manners has been 
inaugurated by the Pennsylvania Motor Federation, A. A. A., 
as a part of its statewide campaign to reduce vehicular accidents. 
Through its seventy-five affiliated clubs the federation is appeal­ 
ing to motorists to observe common courtesy in driving. 
“Common courtesy among drivers would eliminate at least 
fifty per cent of the motor accidents in Pennsylvania,” said S. 
Edward Gable, president of the P. M. F. and chairman of the 
governor’s committee on street and highway safety. 
He de­ 
plored “the all-too-general lack of common courtesy in the oper­ 
ation of automobiles” and cited instances of impoliteness not un­ 
familiar to the average driver. 
“ Men and women we meet on the streets, in parks, theatres 
or public gatherings, at home or on trains almost always are 
courteous and considerate,” he said, “but the great majority of

The measure—one of the most im ­ 
portant bills passed in a history- 
making session—was swept through 
to the white house in a swift clœing 
session fight. 
Slash Interest Rates 
The bill provides a means of slash­ 
ing farm mortgage interest rates to 
one per cent a year for five years. 
Farm mortgage experts estimated 
the total interest 
bill 
could 
be 
slashed $840,000,000 a year under the 
bill. 
Rep. Lemke (R) of North Dakota, 
predicted it would accomplish good 
for both creditors and debtors. Un­ 
less some similar measure is pro­ 
vided, 
he 
maintained, 
insurance 
companies and other holders of farm 
mortgages would suffer far greater 
losses. 
Lemke estimated that present farm 
mortgage total on land is eight and 
one-half billions with about four bil­ 
lions of personal property. The law 
applies to both. 
Federal Farm Credit 
The bill, Lemke said, would force 
scaling down of indebtedness and 
permit 
refinancing of mortgages 
i:hrough the federal farm credit ad­ 
ministration. 
The 
adm inistration 
has met difficulties in attempting to 
persuade creditors to scale down 
mortgages. 
A movement is under way, Lemke 
disclosed, for passage of a similar 
bill in the next session of congress 
for relief of city debtors in the same 
manner.

assistance of a doctor. The .jury 
found lor the defendant, against the 
Christian Scientist. 


It is respectfully suggested by this 


writer, who believes in old-fashioned 
science, 
and' not 
in 
Christian 


Science, that the trial In question 
suggests, the ancient time of Har- 
oun Al Raschid rather than a mod- 
ern American court. 


Suppose an ordinary Christian, 


not a Christian Scientist, had ap- 
peared as. plaintiff against a man, 
saying: 


"This man struck me on the side 
of the head, knocked me down, 
and compelled me to give him 
'alt my money. I want him pun- 
ished, and I want damages." ' . 
Would the justice have said to the 


plaintiff:, 


"You call yourself Christian; 


don't you know,that Christianity 
teaches you, if you are struck on 
one cheek, to turn the 
other 


cheek; did you do that? Don't 
you know .that your Christian 
religion commands you to take 
all you have and give to the 
poor? Is it, not evident that this 
highwayman was poor? It you 
•were a, sincere Christian, 
you 


would have turned the 
otber 


cheek, to be knocked down again, 
and would have given him what 
money you had at home, as well 
as what you had with you. You 
have no standing in this court, 
because you. call 
yourself 
a . 


Christian and don't turn 
the 


other cheek, and don't take all 
you have and give to the poor," 
The case should be taken to some 
higher court, in which the plaintiff 
might find that a particular relig- 
ious belief,' sound or otherwise, does 
not deprive, her. of Justice under or- 
dinary American law.

Suppose an ordinary Christian, 
not a Christian Scientist, had ap­ 
peared as plaintiff against a man. 
saying: 
“This man struck me on the side 
of the head, knocked me down, 
and compelled me to give him 
all my money. I want him pun­ 
ished, and I want damages.” 
Would the justice have said to the 
plaintiff: 
“You call yourself Christian; 
don’t you know that Christianity 
teaches you, if you are struck on 
one cheek, to turn the 
other 
cheek; did you do that? Don’t 
you know that your Christian 
religion commands you to take 
all you have and give to the 
poor? Is it not evident that this 
highwayman was poor? If you 
were a sincere 
Christian, 
you 
would have turned the 
other 
cheek, to be knocked down again, 
and would have given him what 
money you had at home, as well 
as what you had with you. You 
have no standing in this court, 
because you 
call 
yourself 
a 
Christian and don’t turn 
the 
other cheek, and don’t take all 
you have and give to the poor.” 
The case should be taken to some 
higher court, in which the plaintiff 
might find that a particular relig­ 
ious belief, sound or otherwise, does 
not deprive her of justice under or­ 
dinary American law.

AT MINEOLA, Long Island, Mrs. 


Lucy F. Kirk, a Christian Scientist, 
brought suit for injuries suffered 
in an automobile collision. Justice 
Paul Bonynge told the Jury, which 
agreed with him, that if pain and 
injury are not real, but imaginary, 
as Christian Sicence teaches, then 
a Christian Scientist cannot proper- 
ly claim damages for personal in- 
juries. 
The justice said to the jury: 


"If pains are not real, and 
fractures do not exist, obviously 
you men are in no position un- 
der the law to award damages 
(hat do not exist. If they (the 
Injuries) are not real, as, accord- 
ing to the teachings of the de- 
parted patron saint of Christian 
Science, then, ol course, 
she, 
the plaintiff, has no place here." 
The Justice pointed out that the 


plaintiff had refused to accept the 
assistance of H. doctor. The 
jury 


found for the defendant, against the 
Christian Scientist. 


It is respectfully suggested by this 


writer, who believes in old-fashioned 
science, 
and 
not 
in 
Christian 
Science, that the trial in question 
suggests the ancient time of Har- 
oun Al Baschid rather lh:in a mod- 
ern American court. 
Suppose an ordinary Christian, 


not a Christian Scientist, had ap- 
peared as plaintiff against a man. 
saying: 


"This man struck me on the side 
of the head, knocked me down, 
and compelled me to give him 
all my money. I want him pun- 
ished, and I want damages." 
Would the justice have said to ths 


plaintiff:, 
"You call yourself Christian; 


don't you know that Christianity 
teaches you, if you are struck on 
one cheek, to turn the 
other 
cheek; did you do that? Don't 
you know that your Christian 
religion commands yon to take 
all you have and give to the 
poor? Is it not evident that this 
highwayman was poor? If you 
were a sincere Christian, yon 
would have turned the 
other 
cheek, to be knocked down again, 
and would have given him what 
money you had at home, as well 
as what you had with you. Yon 
have no standing In this court, 
because you call 
yourself 
a 
Christian and don't turn 
the 


other cheek, and don't take all 
you have and give to the poor." 
The case should be taken to some 
higher court, in which the plaintiff 
might find that a particular relig- 
ious belief, sound or otherwise, does 
not deprive her of Justice under or- 
dinary American law.

Drought And Labor Difficulties 
Will Make Campaigning Tough 
For Democrats Facing Election

WASHINGTON, June 19—The 18 


or 20 week stretch between now and. 
the November date for election of 
senators and representatives looks 
less and less like being a very fav- 
orable interval for Democratic can- 
didates to campaign in. 


Not that it is reasonable to expect 


;he administration's majority in the 
bouse of representatives to be en- 
tirely wiped out, or to expect that it 
will fail to gain a few seats in the 
senate but it may not gain as many 
senate seats as it had hoped for and 
it may lose more representatives 
than it had anticipated. 


Weather conditions are making its 


agricultural program appear more 
and more ridiculous. 


And prospects are for serious la- 


bor trouble during the summer. 


As-fast as one jam is straightened 


out, between employers and employ- 
es another one develops. It is too 
much to believe that all o* them can. 
be adjusted without some mighty 
bitter conflicts. To be sure, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt argues that labor's 
recently increasingly aggressive at- 
titude is a sign of improving times, 
which the workers are determined 
to turn to their advantage. The fact 
remains that a politician of the par- 
ty in power, running for office in 
the midst of an epidemic of bad 
industrial disturbances is placed in 
an unsatisfactorily defensive posi- 
tion. 
As for the crops, it undoubtedly Is 


unfair to blame the administration 
for drouth and insect pests.
